I  have  Just  returned  from  three  month* ar  stay 
in  Europe,  which  accounts  for  my  not  answering  your  letter  of 
10th  March  earlier,  asking  if  I  would  continue  to  pay  the 
lecturer  in  Metallurgical  Chemistry* 

Although  I  was  largely  instrumental  in  starting 
the  Metallurgical  Department  in  the  University,  I  am  not  at  all 
sure  that  it  was  wise*  Ontario  cannot  support  two  or  more  Univ¬ 
ersities  teaching  the  same  subjects,  as  duplication  of  such 
faculties  is  very  expensive* 

The  School  of  Mining,  Kingston,  has  been  long 
established,  and  made  a  specialty  in  that  line,  and  I  think  we 
should  have  gone  slow^in  duplicating  their  work  until  the  policy 
of  the  Government  and  its  ability  to  maintain  the  institutions 
should  be  determined* 

I  feel  strongli*-  that  during  this  war  every 
dollar  should  be  spared  from  every  other  enterprise  to  be  used 
for  the  successful  completion  of  the  war,  and  as  a  great  number 
of  men  who  would  othei'wise  be  students  would,  or  should  be  serving 
I  feel  strongly  that  economies  even  at  the  cost  of  efficiency  in 
educational  matters  should  be  vigorously  enforced*

I  enclose  for  your  information  some  extracts  from 
the  regulations  referring  to  Chadian  Officers  Training  Corps. 

Prom  these  you  will  see  (1)  That  the  Military  committee  must  he 
nominated  hy  the  Head  of  the  University  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Tiilitia  council.  It  therefore  appears  that  the  committee  which 
lias  been  acting  is  not  properly  constituted  and  it  appears  to  me 
that  a  committee  in  accordance  with  these  regulations  should  be 
nominated  and  sent  in  for  approval  to  the  Militia  council  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  (2)  you  will  see  that  recommendations 
for  the  appointment  of  officers  in  the  0.  T.  C.  are  to  be  forwarded 
to  tb3  District  Commander  on  a  form  provided  by  the  President  of 
the  Militia  committee  for  submission  to  the  Militia  council. 

I  enclose  a  list  of  officers  recommended  by  Colonel  Lang. 

I  think  that  if  you  forward  these  names  to  the  District  Commander 
the  regulations  will  be  complied  with.  Colonel  Lang  has  the 
forms  mentioned  in  the  regulations  and  can  draft  the  letter  forwarding 
the  reoorMiendations  in  the  way  required.
